The Missouri Pacific Men Re- 
fuse to Return to Work, 


Because the Railroad Officials Will 
Not Accept Every Man. 


——— — 


The Three District Assemblies, with Head - 
quarters Here, Order the Strike On Again— 
An Appeal to Be Made to the People—The 
Men at Work at Several Points on the Sys- 
tem—Governor Oglesby in East St. Louis— 
St. Louis Merchants Explain the Situation 
to the Illinois Executive—The Governor 
Speaks te the Strikers This Afternoon—A 
Review of the Situation. 


The events of to-day indicate that the dif- 
ficulty between the Misscuri Pacific and its 
employes is not by any means settled, 
even temporarily, by the order of 
General Master Workman Powderly to resume 
work. The Joint Executive Com- 
mittee of the three distriot as - 
semblies involved in the strike issued 
an address to-day, stating that the railroad 
had not kept faith because.they failed to take 
back the striking employes, and that if the 
men were not taken back the strike must go 
on. 

The committee saw Master Mechanio 
Bartictt last night and conferred with him 
concerning the taking back of the men, 
but he refused to take them 
back in a body. An effort to see him again to- 
day was a failure. He deciares that 
he will receive them only as individal 
applicants for work. There has been no 
developments of importance locally in the 
operation of the roads. No individual 
strikers have applied for work, and the 
determination has been expressed by them 
to stay out uniess all of the strikers are em- 
ployed. Trains onthe Missouri Pacific, Iron 
Mountain and Wabash were moved as usual. 

In East St. Louis only the Wabash is moving 
trains and the other trains are not attempting 
to operate. A delegation of busines men 
from this city called upon Gov. Oglesby and 
presented the situation to him, demanding 
that be cal out the militia of 
the State to protect the 
interests of the merchants and railroads. Gov. 
Oglesby replied that he would not do so until 
he was satisfied that armed force was absolutely 
necessary, and then be would act resolutely. 
He said he did not want the impression to be 
spread abroad that the militia could be 
called out on every pretext. The 
conference with the merchants prevented the 
Governor from addressing the strikers as ex- 
pected atll o’clock, but he addressed them 
this afternoon and repeated what he had told 
the business men’s delegation. 

Reporte from other points show the preva- 
lenee of quiet and order, and obedience at 
same points to the order to go back to work.

Attempts ot a similar 
nature were made by committees of the strik- 
ers at prominent points all over 
the Gould system. In every in- 
stance the Executive Boards claim that 
the committees received the same replies to 
their offers on the part of the strikers 
to return to work. 6 railroad officials 
stated, it is claimed, that they did not 
require the services of all their old em- 
ployes; that they would not take them 
al back and would use their own 
discretion in selecting the men that they 
wanted. The ratio of the men whom the 
road were willing to take back and the

WITHOUT POLICE PROTECTION. 


The Missouri Pacific Makes a New Depart- 
ure This Morning. 

Three freight trains were sent out on the 
Missouri Pacific this morning composed of 
fifty cars in the aggregate. They went out on 
schedule times and without police protection. 
A smaller detail of police than usual was in the 
yards during the time the trains 
were being made up, in charge of Sergt. 
Young. No policemen were stationed between 


the Union Depotand Summit avenue, except 
one man at the Twenty-second street cross- 
ing. The bridges were not guarded. At Sum- 
mit avenue the detail was as large as formerly, 
and an additional squad was posted in the 
shops in place of the detectives and watch- 
men under Furlong.

THE SUSPENDED CLERKS, 


- 


Former Railroad Office Empleyes Taken 
Back as Needed, 

The offices of the Gould lines presented 

scenes of more activity to-day than at any 

the 


time since the inauguration of 
strike. The clerks who were suspended 
during the continuance of the strike’ 


and the stoppage of business have nearly all 
put in applications for their old positions and 
many of them have been taken back. There 
has been, however, as yet no general revoca- 
tion of the order of suspension, but the clerks 
are taken back as they are required. 

In the office of L. A. Emerson, General 
Freight Ageut, nearly all of the old employes 
returned work this morning. Twenty-six 
ofthem were taken back, and the office now 
has nearly its usual full force. 

Superintendent Kerrigan, when asked 
whether all of the clerks who were suspended 
had returned towork, 1 that they had 
not and no opportunity had been afforded all 
ot them to return, I do not know,’ said be, 
„how many haye been taken back on the 
system, ut we do not need all 
es were required before the strike, because 
the volume of business is not 80 large, nor Is 
it likely to be for some time. We are takin 
back employes only as they are needed. O 
course, the suspended cler are given the 
preference in engaging men.“ * 

„Have any applications been recelyed from 
the strikers for positions?’’ 

**‘Nonp at all, that I know of. We need few 
men now, and have force nearly sufficient for 
all the work to do, business increases we 
will engage men.“ | 

At the local freight office the former em- 
ployes are being gradually taken back in twos 
and threes, as the business requires them. 
Over ohe hundred men on the pay- 
rolls of this department were suspended 
and as yet only a few have returneg. The 
game condition of things exist In the auditor’s 
office and in the Iron Mountain local freight 
office, where the clerks are taken back as fast 
as they are needed. 


Paying Off the Employes. 

The sidewalk in front of the office of the Mis- 
souri Pacific paymaster at Seventh and Pop- 
lar streets was blocked nearly all day by a line 
of employes who were pressing in to 
receive the pay for the month of February. 


The office employes were paid off yesterday, 
that is a large part of them, and to-day the 
outside employes, switchmen and others 
— in the yards were paid off. The 
strikers are receiving their pay for February 
with the present employes. 


Resumption of Trafiic. 
Vice-President Hoxie was not to be seen to- 
day, but Mr. Geo. O. Smith, his secretary, 
stated that the Missouri Pacific was doing all 
the business that was put into its hands, 


and was receivin freight without 
limitations. The total number of trains 
moved 8 was 168, and the number of 
loads 2,254. This is about one-half the volume 
of business done by the road before the strike 
was inaugurated. The average number of 
trains then was about 200 and the number of 
loads 4,500. Mr. Smith said that every 
man needed by the road could be obtained at 
any time and that they could have a full force 
employed within two days if necessary. No 
communications have been held with Mr. 
Hoxie by the Knights or employes as yet on 
the subject of a conference, 


EAST Sr. LOUIS. 


The Van“ Fails to Get Out a „Freight“ 
Other Attempts. 

Save one exciting scene detailed below, the 
situation in East St. Louis to-day was not very 
exciting. Gov. Oglesby, who came down from 
Springfield last evening, and who had a long 
talk with the strikers, was present On the 
scene to-day and, as will be seen, arranged for 
a public meeting with them to-day. 

THE VANDALIA.

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THE THREE GOVERNORS, 

The Governors of Missouri and Kansas 
are at Kansas City, where there have been 
symptoms of a collision between rioters 
and officers of the law, and Gov. OGLESBY 
is at Fast St. Louis, the only point of 

danger in Illinois. All three have shown 
| commendable prudence and a commend- 
able spirit in dealing with the strike 
troubles. 

While ready to go any lawful, length in 
preserving peace or in restoring order by 
the enforcement of the laws, they have all 
shown a proper determination to test and 
exhaust the ordinary remedies before re- 
sorting to military force. Gov. OGLESBY, 
with an ample militia force in readiness 
to swoop down on East St. Louis, refused 
to send them at the call of the Sheriff until 
he had first sent his Adjutant-General and 
then visited the scene himself, to make 
sure that he could not personally prevail 
on the rioters to desist, or that the re- 
fractory could not be controlled by an 
energetic use of the posse comitatus.

It is 
only as a last and inevitable resort that 
the State or Federal troops should be used 
to keep the peace and enforce the laws. 
The responsibility of maintaining order is 
primarily on the officials and people of the 
locality and it is not well to let them evade 
it too easily. 
It Gov. OGLEsBy should be compelled 
after all to use military force, it will not 
be any less effective because he has first 
made it clear that such force is necessary. 
In first going among the strikers, inviting 
them to discuss the matter with him as 
reasonable beings, and appealing to them 
as good citizens, he may render any dis- 
play of force unnecessary.

*"ALL FOOLS’ JOKE. : 

This only p es the existence of the custom 

as far back as in the reign of Louis XIII., and 


throws no light ou the origin of the custom. 


There is a tradition among the Jews that the 
oustom of making fools on the list of April 
arose from the fact that Noah sent out the 
dove on ite fruitiess errand on that date 
before the waters of the flood had 
abated, and that in order to keep 
alive the memory of the event, the custom of 
sending people out on bootiess errands was 
adopted. Another authority derives the cus- 
tom from the Feast of Fools, a mockery of the 
Druids, and another from the Hull festival of 
the Hindoos, at the conclusion of 
which, on March 31, the people give 
themselves up to making laughing stocks 
of each other by practicing deceptions of 
various kinds. Yet another makes it a travesty 
on All Saints’ er and againfit is said to be de- 
rived from the old passion aye which were 
given in April and which Christ was repre- 
sented as being sent from Pilate to 
Herod and from Herod to Pilate for 
trial. In fact in Germany the — 
„ending a man from Pilate to Herod’’ 
is used to describe a bootiess errand. A 
French writer describes its origin to the 
change in France in 1564 of New Year's Day to 
the Ist of January, which left the lst of April 
destitute of anything, excepting a burlesque 
of its usual festivities. There are some of the 
origins traced which are nearly as numerous 
as the writers on the subject. 

Be the origin what it may it is almost uni- 
versally celebrated in Europe and America. 
In Scotland the victim is calledagawk and 
the severest practical jokes are perpetrated on 
unsuspecting persons. The use of outright ly- 
ing is not considered a fair method of deception 
but the leading of one to do something whioh 
is useless orto look for something unusual 
where there ié nothing unusual is considered a 
fair trick. All kind of tricks are practiced 
without regard to fairness.
